« yafion onthe Territories belonging to the Crown of 
« Rufha ; and the Averfion of the Turks to the Ruffians 
« has appeared even in the Affairs of Perfia. Never- 
¢ thelefs the Ruffian Court, to thew their pacifick Dif- 
« pofition, would have forgot their old Grievances, if 
‘ the Porte would but have confented to the Propofal 
« which was made to it, of comprehending this Power

in the Peace with the Perlians. Nay, the Emperor 
himfelf has done his Endeavours to determine the 
Porte to this Concurrence, and his Minifter at Con- 
ftantinople has left no Stone unturned for that Pur- 
web but his Labour was all in vain, and it has plainly 

wn, the ill Defigns of the Turks againft Ruflia. 
We forefee here, that if this Power goes to War with 
the Porte, it will reduce ‘the Turks to very fatal 
Extremities. For the Empesor, as an Ally of the 
Court of Ruffia, will be obliged to make his Troops 
act at the fame time as thofe of Mufcovy.

Books of the moft ufeful Knowledge ; and having, in 
hts-younger Years,-been Keeper of the Library of the 
College of Glafgow for the Space of four Years, he laid 
fuch a Foundation then, that he came afterwards to 
know exaétly the bett Editions, and tie true Value of 
Books. He could give a good Account of mott of the 
Families in the Nauon, which made his Converiation 
very inftructing and entertaining ; and, in fine, he was 
firmly and remarkably attached to the true Interefts of 
this Church, and to the lait approved of the Part he 
had aéted in Ecclefiaitical Judieatories, for promoting 
the Honour, Peace, and Welfaré thereof: Ahd now the 
Lofs of fuch a valuable Perfon is much lamented by his 
Family and Friends, by his Colleagues in the U niver- 
fity, who had a particular Regard tor him, his Brethren 
in the Miniftry, and by all whe had the Advantage of 
his Acquainance: And Yciterday he was attended to 
the Place of his Interment by a great Number of Per- 
fons of Honour and Diftinétion, the Profeffors and 
Doétors of the Univerfity, aflifling in their Formalities, 
with their Mace carried before them in Mourning.
